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11. Pursuant to 10 CFR 40, “Licensing of Source Material,” Combustion 
Engineering, Inc. is hereby licensed to receive, possess, use and transfer 
8000 pounds of source material in accordance with the procedures described 
in the licensee’s revised application dated October 17, 1961, as supple- 
mented November 22, 1961, December 20, 1962, and June 4, 1964. 

12. Pursuant to 10 CFR 71, tlRegulations to Protect Against Accidental Conditions 
of Criticality in the Shipment of Special Nuclear Material,” Combustion 
Engineering Inc. is hereby authorized to ship special nuclear material in 
accordance with the procedures described in the licensee’s application dated 
June 15, 1965, provided that commingling control is exercised for each 
shipment of special nuclear material in quantities greater than those 
specified in 10 CFR 71 by one of the following methods: 

A. Exclusive use of the vehicle; or 

B. Under escort by a courier assigned responsibility to assure that 
the shipment will not be commingled with other special nuclear 
material. The courier shall assure that the shipment is separated 
by at least twenty (20) feet from other special nuclear material at 
points of loading, transshipment, storage and carriage; or 

c. The licensee obtains a written certificate from the carrier which 
specifies that the special nuclear material will be transported 
in the same vehicle with no intermediate unloading or transshipment 
until final delivery to the consignee and that no cargo containing 
other special nuclear material will be transported in the same 
vehicle. The certificate shall also specify the name of the carrier, 
the consignee, the location of the consignee’s facility at the 
destination, the mode of transport and the general route to be 
followed.
